The “H” 

in HIV Means WHAT?? 

If you read the August 20th edition of the Panzee 
Press, you may have come across the column 
“Inside OUT.” In it, Jarvis - the author - points 
out some important information about risky sexual 
behavior among gay men. Specifically, he speaks 
about men hooking up with other men for sex at 
rest stops and even at parties held for the sole 
purpose of men having sex with other men. 

The message of his column is brutally honest. 

Gay men ought to wake up and smell the coffee. 
To engage in unprotected sexual behavior with 
other guys, time and time again, is indeed, as 
Jarvis writes in his column, to play Russian 
roulette with their health and, ultimately, their lives. 

The sad part about this is that this very message 
has been conveyed to gay men by a plethora of 
AIDS Service Organizations and other agencies 
across the nation FOR YEARS! Yet, it doesn’t 
seem to sink in and can be infinitely frustrating to 
many people to watch others ignore the facts and 
place themselves in harm’s way. 

Ask some gay men about prevention messages 
and how to avoid contracting HIV and some of 
them will tell you more than you’d ever expect. 
Some of them will know absolutely every fact 
related to HIV prevention, inside and out, and still 
these same men will purposely engage in oral and 
anal sex without condoms. It boggles the mind. 

Some guys - especially the ones who have been 
around since the beginning of the AIDS pandemic 
- say that they’re simply tired of hearing the 
same old prevention messages that have been 
told to them for years. They’ve heard it all and 
they’re no longer interested in hearing it again. 
Professionals who work in the field of HIV/AIDS 
call this prevention fatigue. 

Does this mean that men who were around to 
vividly remember the days when HIV feverishly 
devoured gay men one after the other are 
purposely ignoring such messages? Perhaps. 


Some guys have told me while I worked in the 
field that they’re bound to get HIV at one point or 
another, so why delay the inevitable? Wow. 

What about the younger guys of the gay 
community? Some of these guys - the eighteen 
to twenty-somethings of this generation - don’t 
know the slightest bit about HIV. Some might 
actually get it, but in my experience, many of 
them don’t! One extreme example of this involves 
a guy -1 think he was about twenty years old - 
who actually told me that he thought the letter 
“H” in HIV had something to do with Hepatitis C. 
Goodness, do we have work to do. 

Regardless of whether or not the elder men of 
the gay community are fed up with prevention 
messages or the younger guys have not been 
taught these same messages yet, one thing is 
for sure: No one will like getting HIV. Ever. I 
work with HIV-positive clients of our AIDS Service 
Organization who have told me - practically on 
the verge of tears- that the day they got their 
positive diagnosis was the day that their lives 
changed literally forever, and will never go back to 
what they were. 

Sure, there are great improvements in the 
treatment of HIV. Many pharmaceutical 
companies have developed a myriad of meds that 
do a great job of keeping the virus in check. Try 
to deal with the toxic side effects associated with 
those meds, though. It’s not an easy task. One 
pharmaceutical rep I spoke to a couple of years 
ago told me that, in his opinion, people with HIV 
basically learn how to manage feeling constantly 
“crappy." Urn, no thanks. 

How about dealing with the stigma of having 
HIV in our modern society? Believe me when 
I tell you that this may be THE biggest problem 
associated with HIV in 2008. What about trying 
to keep a part-time job while battling HIV and the 
sickness that comes with it? Some can do it. 
Many others try, but fail. 

We’ll talk about all of these things the next time 
around. Belt yourself in - it’ll be a bumpy ride. 



College Housing: 

Student Safety and the 
Queer Movement 
on the College Campus

ncoming college students have many fears 
when first departing for college: 

Will I make friends? Will my classes be too 
hard? Will I succeed? Am I going to get along 
with my professors? 

On top of all those fears, LGBT incoming students 
have additional fears: 

What if my roommate is homophobic? What if 
my roommate’s friends are homophobic? Will my 
dorm be a safe space for me? 


the state of Pennsylvania, nine colleges have 
made this commitment. These colleges are: 
Bucknell University, Carnegie Mellon University, 
Lehigh University, Moravian College, Muhlenberg 
College, Pierce College, Penn State University, 
University of Pennsylvania, and Swarthmore Col¬ 
lege. According to the Gender Equality National 
Index for University and Schools (2007, Gender 
Public Advocacy Coalition) “over 1.4 million stu¬ 
dents on 151 campuses are protected by policies 
that include “gender identity and expression" and 
“sexual orientation.” 

The second step to resolving the structural issues 
is to create a balanced and fair housing arrange¬ 
ment for LGBT students. In many cases, this 
takes the shape of what is commonly referred to 
as gender-neutral housing. 


These are rational, normal concerns that many 
LGBT college students have. There is a very 
good reason for that, 
because like the en¬ 
tire LGBT commu¬ 
nity, we are all always 
coming out-each job 
interview, each new 
neighbor, each new 
friend, etc. 

LGBT students in 
campus housing are 
in the unique circum¬ 
stance of being for¬ 
gotten by sometimes 
otherwise oppressive 
institutions. Colleges 
that go out of their way to keep males and fe¬ 
males in separate buildings will not think that a 
same-sex roommate arrangement could turn into 
a sexual relationship. At the same time, the bene¬ 
fit of being allowed to live with a partner/boyfriend/ 
girlfriend is outweighed by the fear of living with 
a homophobic roommate, the fear of not feeling 
safe in a living space, the fear of being harassed 
or discriminated against because of sexual orien¬ 
tation and/or gender identity. 

Just as in corporate, business, and government 
settings, there are structural ways to make the 
experience safer, more pleasant, and less scary 
for LGBT students. The first and most important 
structural issue is for the college or university to 
have a written anti-discrimination policy that is in¬ 
clusive of sexual orientation and gender identity. 
Federal laws do not yet require that sexual ori¬ 
entation and gender identity be included in these 
anti-discrimination policies, so colleges that go 
above the law to include every person are mak¬ 
ing a commitment to serving the community. In 


Gender-neutral housing refers to an option to 
choose roommate(s) without regard to the genders 
of the student and 
their roommate(s). 
According to the Gen- 
derYOUTH network, 
over 30 colleges 
nationwide, includ¬ 
ing one-fifth of the 
top 25 colleges and 
universities, provide 
some form of gender- 
neutral housing op¬ 
tions. The exact way 
it works varies from 
campus to campus. 
Some colleges of¬ 
fer gender-neutral 
apartment-style suites but do not allow for mixed- 
gender rooms, others have specific buildings 
or floors within buildings that are designated as 
“gender-neutral,” and some allow for full gender- 
neutral housing including shared double rooms. 
Each college’s version is unique to the values 
and needs of that specific institution, but in gen¬ 
eral, these are the colleges that understand that 
the real issue is safety, not sexual promiscuity 
(as Fox News might have us believe), that is the 
impetus for the growing gender-neutral housing 
campaigns nationwide. The Gender Public Advo¬ 
cacy Coalition has a report entitled “50under30” 
where they highlight over 50 murders committed 
against gender non-conforming youth (including 
LGBT youth) under age 30. If students can’t feel 
safe in their own living space, they cannot be ex¬ 
pected to perform well academically or socially. 
Further, it is an expectation of all college students 
that they will have a living arrangement that is at 
least one of many places on campus where they 
feel safe to be who they are. 



This and other new and exciting policies are espe¬ 
cially needed for Transgender, Genderqueer, and 
Intersex college students who face the unique 
experience of not necessarily fitting into a box of 
either “Male" or “Female", yet having to choose 
(or in many cases, being forced into) a category 
with which they are uncomfortable. In addition 
to gender-neutral housing, which is of benefit to 
ALL students, a start would be to create a policy 
guaranteeing that Trans-identified, Genderqueer, 
and Intersex students can be housed based upon 
their gender identity and not upon their biologi¬ 
cal sex. This is of significant importance to first- 
year students who often do not have the option of 
choosing their own roommate, and yet they are 
the ones most in need of safe housing environ¬ 
ments. 

The third step regards bathroom accommoda¬ 
tions. Colleges and universities are expected 
to provide reasonable accommodations for any 
student requesting anything other than what is 
normally provided. For Trans-identified students, 
a major issue arises with bathrooms in residen¬ 
tial halls. Our binary gender system allows us to 
utilize either the “men’s room" or the “women’s 
room” - but doesn’t allow for the tiniest bit of gen¬ 
der fluidity among us. Take, for example, a mas¬ 
culine woman who enters the women’s restroom. 
The moment she enters, she becomes victimized 
by gender oppression that tells women to conform 
to an archaic model of femininity. The masculine 
woman in the women’s bathroom or the feminine 
man in the men’s room are both subject to harass¬ 
ment simply for not conforming to societal gender 
roles, at a time when they need to attend to bio¬ 
logical needs. Reports by the Transgender Law 
Center indicates that “many transgender people 
are harassed, beaten and questioned by authori¬ 
ties in both women’s and men’s rooms . This is 
both oppressive and clearly ridiculous. 


To be sure, there are social 
gains that need to be made as 
well, and while the focus of our 
activism should remain in fixing 
the structural inequalities first, 
we cannot forget about the pub¬ 
lic education and awareness 
needed on college campuses 
to combat transphobic behav¬ 
iors, language, and attitudes. 

It is also the job of the activist 
to educate our peers regard¬ 
ing issues of concern to our 
Transgender, Genderqueer, 
and Intersex brethren and to 
educate our straight-identifying 
peers about Queer issues on 
campus, including the need for 
gender neutral housing, acces¬ 
sible bathroom facilities, and 
more. It is the job of the activist to work with col¬ 
lege health centers to include Transgender health 
services, just as women’s health services are in¬ 
cluded. It is also the job of the activist to make 
sure that students in gender transition are allowed 
to change their name and gender on all official 
campus documents. Professors and staff mem¬ 
bers need to understand these issues and refer 
to their students by their preferred names and 
pronouns, and one would hope that the friends of 
Trans-identified and Genderqueer students would 
honor their friendships by respecting the identities 
of others. 

Not all of this can fall on “everyone else,” though. 
That is a point often forgotten. As an organizer, 
one of the most frustrating things I see is people 
failing to advocate on their own behalves, while 
expecting someone else to do it for them. Trans- 
identified, Genderqueer, and Intersex students 
need to advocate for their own gender needs, 
including gender-neutral 
housing and accessible 
restrooms, as well as 
the more basic rights 
to change names and 
genders on official docu¬ 
ments, and to be referred 
to by their preferred 
gender-identity. It goes 
without saying that LGBT 
student activists will fight 
for these issues on a 
macro level from campus 
to campus. However, for 
individual students with 
different gender needs - 
if they don't advocate for 
themselves on the micro 
level, the strides made by 










the activists and organizers will not be fully uti¬ 
lized. 

Institutions of higher education should be held to a 
higher standard. It should be an expectation, and 
not a request, that the members of a community 
of learners can sleep in a room where they feel 
safe and comfortable, where they can urinate in a 
restroom aligned with their gender identity and not 
their biological sex, where they can be who they 
are without harassment or discrimination, or even 
further explanation. In sum, it is 
a basic justice issue - students 
on campus - people in general - 
have the right to be themselves, 
to identify how they wish, to be 
called the name they prefer, to 
live free from harassment and 
discrimination. Unfortunately, 
many campus administrators are 
so concerned with the “image” of 
the institution that they are willing 
to play politics with the lives and 
well being of their students. We 
simply cannot afford to let these 
institutions off the hook. It is ul¬ 
timately the responsibility of the 
institution to ensure justice and 
equality for all students. 

To be clear, we are all victims of gender oppres¬ 
sion. It is not limited to the Transgender commu¬ 
nity. or even, more broadly, the LGBT communi¬ 
ties. Patti Smith said it best, “Being any gender 
is a drag.” It is true that for our communities, we 
are more subject to harassment or discrimination 
based on gender - that in the college and uni¬ 
versity setting, it is our community who is hit the 
hardest by not having gender-neutral housing or 


bathroom availability. At the same time, these is¬ 
sues should relate to everyone. Nobody is free 
within a binary gender system, and especially not 
when it comes down to housing and bathrooms. 
Our basic needs must be met. It’s about justice 
and safety - nothing more. The battle with gen¬ 
der binaries on the college campus can’t be fixed, 
since it’s not broken; it’s just wrong. 

Adrian Shanker, a senior at Muhlenberg College 
in Allentown, PA, is the current Co-President of 
the Muhlenberg Gay Straight 
Alliance, a post he has held for 
three years. Under his leader¬ 
ship, the group has successfully 
lobbied to amend the anti-dis¬ 
crimination statement to include 
"gender identity," and they are 
in the midst of a two-year cam¬ 
paign for gender-neutral housing 
on campus. Before coming to 
Muhlenberg, Adrian was a found¬ 
ing member of his high school 
GSA at Fox Lane High School in 
Bedford, NY. Adrian also serves 
on the board of directors for the 
PA Diversity Network, in the Na¬ 
tional Student Network for Cam¬ 
pus Progress, and his advocacy 
has been featured on CBS Evening News, Diver¬ 
sity Matters Radio, CQ Weekly, and the Gay City 
News. He has presented workshops on LGBT/ 
Gender advocacy at national conferences for the 
GenderYOUTH network and the National Union 
of Jewish LGBTIQQ Students.

How We Foiled Repent America for Fun and Profit, and How You Can Too! 

At the Reading Pride Festival, the annoying and insulting anti-gay Repent America protesters were set up right near the PA 
Diversity Network booth. They shouted insults and spouted convoluted logic about our community, based in the strangest 
interpretations of the Bible I’ve ever heard -- and I’ve heard a lot. When one guy, who seemed to lack the facility to yell 
actual words, took over, he loudly grunted, yes, grunted, nonstop for 20 minutes. 

Silent Witness, the wonderful group with the giant rainbow umbrellas that stands between the icky protesters and us was 
there in Reading doing their job. One of the most important things Silent Witness does, is block our own people from 
physically acting against the protesters. This is very important, because what these hateful and kind of sad, protesters 
really want is for some GLBT person to throw a punch, so they can sue. 

Unfortunately, the beautiful umbrellas don't stop the protesters from showing up or shouting unpleasant things. So, I began 
to think up a plan to foil the protesters with their own words. I came up with the “PA Diversity Network Magic Words Pledge 
Drive." 

We started the pledge drive when Repent America announced they were going to be at the Greater Lehigh Valley 
Pride in the Park festival, in Allentown, in a letter to the editor in the Morning Call newspaper. They also insisted it was 
unconstitutional to block them with umbrellas since all they were doing was praying. (That's praying?) 

Here's how the Magic Words Pledge Drive worked: We a selected 10 magic words that the protesters love to say, and 3 
secret words we wouldn’t let the protesters know about. Then we challenged the GLBTA community to pledge ten cents a 
word every time the protesters said one of the words. People could cap their amounts at anything they wanted. 

Our volunteers - two per two-hour shift - would count the words and ring a bell each time a word was said. GLV Pride asked 
that the bell be on the small side so it wouldn’t irritate people in booths, or conflict with the entertainment. We ended up 
using one of those hotel counter bells that had a delightful ding, but wasn’t too loud. I also came up with the slogan: Every 
time you hear a bell ring, our angels get more wings! 

Emails circulated around the community. The day before the festival, pledges reached $4.30 per word; up to a capped total 
of $1615...at that point I began to worry that the protesters WOULDN’T show up! People capped at every amount from $5 
to $250, and one very brave person pledged ten cents a word with no cap! By the end of the festival, the total amount was 
over $2000!!! 

We decided to equally share the money with groups that gave us volunteers for the counting and bell ringing. We also 
agreed that Silent Witness should get a share, but Silent Witness graciously turned down the money and asked us to 
donate it to a GLBT youth program. The two other groups that volunteered for the effort were Muhlenberg College’s Gay/ 
Straight Student Alliance, and Pottsville PFLAG. 

PA Diversity Network decided to designate our share for the PDN Youth Initiative program. The share that Silent Witness 
would have gotten went to that program, too. 

The PDN Youth Initiative program will offer small financial grants of up to $200 to Eastern PA high school, college and 
community gay/straight alliances for supplies or funding for projects to further diversity and tolerance in their communities. 
This is not money for something like a dance or a party, but rather for activist efforts toward equal rights, advocacy, or 
education. A great example would be the $50 needed by Parkland High School’s GSA for the supplies they needed for 
their Decorate Your Own Gingerbread Person project. The students sold the cookies to other students at school during 
lunchtime, and they encouraged the other students to decorate the cookies with any gender expression they wanted. This 
project addressed gender identity in a positive and fun way. The GSA in turn, donated the money they made from the 
cookie sales to the Ali Forney Center in NYC, which provides safe housing for runaway GLBT youth. 

It was great that all the money collected from the Magic Words Pledge Drive went to GLBT youth and family programs. The 
PDN Youth Initiative will be put into motion as soon as all the pledges are collected. We’ll have more on the Youth Initiative, 
explaining how GSAs can apply, in a later issue of Panzee, and at the PDN web site at: www.padiversity.org. 

The pledge drive volunteers counting the words and ringing the bell had to endure a lot of unpleasantness from the 
protesters. Believe me, I was there part of the time; it wasn’t praying. The protesters personally insulted me and some of 
the volunteers - they knew my name and harassed me by making personal remarks aimed only to hurt and annoy, but I kept 
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hearing that bell ring and all their words did was make me 
smile. 

Picture this --A beautiful day, a protester shouting, a bell 
ringing: “Repent (ding) your lifestyle (ding) that the Devil 
(ding) and Satan (ding) made you homosexuals (ding) 
sin (ding) against God (ding) and Jesus (ding)." -- and me 
walking away waving and saying, “Thanks for the money, 
folks!” 

It would be great if they just left us alone, but if not, let's 
be sure that the protesters never show up again in our 
community without their words funding our efforts. If the 
protesters are coming to your town - run the pledge drive. 
It’s easy. Contact me if you need some pointers. Above 
all, be sure that you share the money with other groups in 
a way that will strongly further the equal rights of the GLBT 
community. 

By the end of Pride in the Park, the protesters had said the 
Magic Words 2632 times, which covered all the pledges. 
Here’s a breakdown: 

Abomination: 79 times; Bible: 122; Devil: 14; Ex-Gay: 11; 
God: 772; Grunting (secret sound): 13; Homosexual: 200; 
Jesus: 743; Lifestyle: 35; Repent: 193; Satan: 29; Sin: 389; 
Sodom: 32 

By the way, several of these protesters were fixated on 
Woods Campground. They just couldn’t stop asking me 
what it was like. Go figure. Here are some of the other 
bizarre things they said: 



Corn Syrup! 


I love pickles, and all the pickles in the grocery 
store are full of the worst sugar on earth: high 
fructose corn syrup. This recipe is easy and 
can pickle any garden fresh veggie in minutes. 
Your family deserves the best! I just made a 
batch with cauliflower and cucumbers. Every 
fall I make a batch of picked green tomatoes. 
You will love how fun, fast and healthy this 
recipe is! 

• 2 pounds baby cucumbers 

• V 2 medium onion 

• Any other vegetables you want to throw in 
(recently I made them with added carrot slices) 

• 2 % cup cider vinegar 

• 2 % cup white sugar 

• 1 cinnamon stick 

• 'A tsp. sea salt 

• Assorted pickling spices of your choice, 
to equal about a tablespoon total (I do not 
measure it) 

• Black peppercorns 

• Fennel 

• Celery seed 

• Caraway 

• Mustard seeds 


• “You can't put God on a chain like you do that dog!' 

• “It’s not a lifestyle, it's a truthstyle!" 

• “There is no ice cream in Hell!" 

• “God's way or the highway!" 

• “You can go muffin diving all you want, all you're going to 

get is throat cancer!" 

• “You're not gay, you’re sad!" 

• “Praise God I'm straight...WHEW! -- Do I get 

another WHEW on that?" 

• "Jesus hung on the cross and gave you a free 

gift!"

^Scripture and the Oppressed Qf

Our last article focused on Biblical interpretation 
in modern times, and how we can find four major 
examples of how scripture has been used to oppress 
particular social groups. In the United States alone, 
in less than 225 years, the Bible has been used 
to oppress African Americans, women, Jews, and 
homosexuals, all supported by the truth of scripture. 
In this article, we consider the Bible and the Jews. 

The Jews 

The scriptures have been used to persecute Jewish 
people since the beginning of Christianity. Jewish 
people have been held responsible for the crucifixion 
of Christ (Matthew 27:22 and 25,1 Thessalonians 
2:14-15). In John 7:1 we are told that Jesus is an 
outcast even though he is Jewish. The Jews were 
accused of deicide, which is the killing of God. John 
8:44 depicts the Jews as pagans and a people of the 
devil (Jim Hill and Rand Cheadle, The Bible Tells Me 
So). This type of interpretation of scripture created 
hostility towards Jewish people. It created a cultural 
acceptance that Christianity was superior and there¬ 
fore the only right religious choice. 

Reverend Fr. Charles E. Coughlin was an Irish 
Catholic priest, a vocal anti-communist, and one 
of the first clergymen to use broadcast radio as a 
powerful political tool. In the 1930s, audiences heard 
Reverend Coughlin rail against the threat of Jews in 
America s economy, and defend Hitler’s treatment 
of Jews as justified in the fight against communism 
(Jim Hill and Rand Cheadle, The Bible Tells Me So). 
Within a cultural acceptance of Christianity condemn¬ 
ing Jewish people, Adolph Hitler created a culture 
in which the non-Jewish descent Caucasoid was 
superior, and the Jewish race was pictured as inferior 
and evil. The result of this kind of reasoning was the 
execution of six million Jews. 

Peter Gomes writes that the church throughout its 
history has perceived a God who rejects whatever 
the church rejects. This was true of slavery and 
true of anti-Semitism. No one argues that Adolf 
Hitler functioned as a Christian in the promulgation 
of his racist theories, but it can hardly be doubted 
that centuries of anti-Semitic readings of Christian 
scripture gave him cultural permission, indeed 
encouragement, to do as he did. If the connection 
for the Christian is difficult to sustain, it is not for the 


Jew, who, through the voice of Elie Wiesel, recalls 
that German officers and staff at Auschwitz received 
communion weekly in the Catholic parish church 
(Peter J. Gomes, The Good Book: Reading the Bible 
with Mind and Heart). 

So what changed? 

What has changed is the climate of interpretation, 
the lenses with which we read texts and tell tales. 

The texts have not changed, but we have, and the 
world around us has as well (Peter J. Gomes, The 
Good Book-Reading the Bible with Mind and Heart). 
Cultural changes have supported and demanded 
the call for our society to reform the way we see 
others and read scripture. After all, Shakespeare 
wrote that even the devil could cite scripture for his 
purpose. We human beings have used the Bible to 
justify oppressing our fellow human beings. Or not. 
The question now is how will we interpret the Bible 
and use it to reject or embrace minorities in the 21st 
Century. It seems that using the Bible to harass and 
condemn minority groups, this time homosexuals 
being the latest, has a long and sad history. 

In our next column, we will begin to look at the Bible 
and homosexuality. First, we will consider those 
“clobber” passages, the ones used against our GLBT 
community. Next, we will consider a “queer" interpre¬ 
tation of the Bible, and how scripture can be affirming 
of our GLBT community.

techniques, such as image transfers and superposition, 
deliberately setting his canvas in a “state of chaos." He 
says he welcomes the random hand he’s dealt, and 
toggles between successive stages of disorder and order. 
His finished painting is more an interpretation of what he 
feels than what he actually sees. 


Lance Dietrich was born in Frankfurt, Germany, coinciding 
with his parents’ 6-year residency in the post-war country. 
His father's work with the Lutheran World Federation, 
helping to re-settle hundreds of displaced persons, made 
a lasting impression on the youth. In 1985, Dietrich and 
his wife toured France, Switzerland, and Italy, after he had 
established his career as a designer-art director. In 1989, 
Dietrich moved to London and founded Triple Strength, an 
advertising and design studio, and subsequently traveled 
throughout Europe, capturing images during a 16-month 
driving tour. Dietrich has taken photographic expeditions 
as well to the Amazon River in Peru, the Galapagos 
Islands, and to Senegal. His firm, Triple Strength, is now 
located in Palmyra, PA, where he offers award-winning art 
direction and design to his clients. He received his BFA 
from Wittenberg University in Ohio.

“keep nature moving." Acton holds a BS in Communica¬ 
tions from Ithaca College in New York, and an MFAfrom 
The Art Institute of Boston at Lesley 
College. She also attended the Fashion 
Institute of Design in New York City, and 
the Pennsylvania Academy of Fine Arts 
in Philadelphia. She has exhibited her 
oil paintings nationally. 


Albert Barcilon’s passion for art began 
58 years ago, and he continues to 
draw inspiration from the lush tropics 
of Florida and the stunning vistas of 
Colorado. Barcilon has been accepted 
into numerous juried exhibitions and has 
garnered many awards for his paintings. 

“In painting, as in life,” he writes, “you 
must take risks in order to achieve.” His 
challenge is to enjoy the process without 
obsessing about the finished painting, Small 

and experiments with canvas, paper, and 
silk, painting in either oil or acrylic. Barcilon uses various 
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Ron Gallo’s work h; 
national and 
regional juried 
exhibitions. He 
paints every day, 
adhering to a dis¬ 
ciplined schedule. 

Although he paints 
from life at times,

Truth Wins Out (TWO) urged GOP Vice Presidential nominee Sarah Palin to 
speak out about her church’s support for an “ex-gay” conference held in Anchorage, 

Alaska on Saturday, Sept 13th. TWO says Palin should inform Americans whether she 
agrees with her church that homosexuals can be cured through prayer. 

“It is time Sarah Palin lets the American people know whether she shares her 
church’s view that being gay is a choice that can be prayed away,” said Truth Wins Out’s 
Executive Director Wayne Besen. “Voters are entitled to know who Palin is and what her 
views are on this issue before they go into the voting booth. Palin’s visit to Alaska is an 
opportunity for her to address whether she supports the goals of Focus on the Family’s 
divisive anti-gay conference.” 

The controversy began when Time Magazine discovered that Wasilla Bible 
Church, where the Palins worship, had a Sunday morning program insert advertising an 
upcoming Focus on the Family conference on curing homosexuality in Anchorage called 
Love Won Out. 

Truth Wins Out’s Executive Director, Wayne Besen, visited Anchorage to oppose 
this anti-gay symposium. He spoke at a forum in Anchorage with local religious and com¬ 
munity leaders to discuss the danger of so-called “ex-gay” ministries. The “God Loves 
You Just as You Are,” symposium is sponsored by the Metropolitan Community Church. 

“We appear wherever Focus on the Family spreads lies and fear,” said Wayne 
Besen, Executive Director of Truth Wins Out. “Love Won Out distorts gay life and conflates 
stereotypes with science, while selling false hope to vulnerable people. We are looking 
forward to working with Alaskan advocacy groups to counter Focus on the Family’s false 
and destructive messages.” 

John Paulk, an “ex-gay” leader who was on the cover of Newsweek originally 
founded the program. Love Won Out suffered a major setback after Paulk was photo¬ 
graphed in a Washington, DC gay bar in 2000. Besen is the author of “Anything But 
Straight: Unmasking the Scandals and Lies Behind the ‘Ex-Gay’ Myth.” TWO shadows 
this anti-gay seminar across the nation to ensure that the public is armed with the facts 
and aware that Focus on the Family is deliberately disseminating misinformation about 
gay and lesbian people. 

Truth Wins Out is a non-profit organization that counters right wing propaganda, 
exposes the “ex-gay” myth and educates America about gay life. 
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The Board of the Greater Harrisburg Arts

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IN “DEFERRED” BLOOD

After the Tsunami and Katrina disasters I signed up 
for an orientation to become a Red Cross volunteer. 
I was given a VCR tape to begin my training in disas¬ 
ter relief. It is waiting to be loaded into the VCR. 

Ironically, a friend of mine recently asked me “when 
are they going to change the blood donation law?" I 
really had not thought about the impact of the FDA's 
banning all gay men from donating blood - for life. 
My friend told me the story of his experience when 
he attempted to donate. They did not ask if he had 
any infectious disease. They did not ask if he was 
an intravenous drug user. They did not ask if he 
had been tested for HIV. They didn't even ask if 
he would answer the questions honestly. They only 
asked if he had sex with another man since 1977. 
When he answered the sex question in the affirma¬ 
tive, they told him that he would be “deferred" from 
donating and that he would have to sign a document 
that used his social security number to mark him as 
a “deferred" donor for life. “Deferred" is the FDA's 
term for “banned." 

In 1985 the FDA banned all men who had sexual re¬ 
lations with another man anytime since 1977. They 
also banned all men and women who had sexual rela¬ 
tions for money or drugs since 1977. The FDA rea¬ 
soned that as a group, gay men and those who have 
sex for money or drugs have a higher risk for con¬ 
tracting HIV than the general population. The ban 
extended to bone marrow. The FDA also requires 


blood collectors to repon anyone who has been de¬ 
ferred. so a list can be kept and those on it may never 
donate. The Red Cross supports the FDA's ban. 

I cannot believe how nonsensical it all is. Is the 
“list" being kept for those who decide to lie about 
their sex lives and attempt to donate after they have 
already told the truth? Then there is the fact that a 
woman can donate even if she slept with a gay man 
- yesterday! Since my friend gets tested regularly, 
there is a good chance that he is less of a risk for 
transmitting HIV to the blood supply than the room 
full of straight people waiting with him to donate. 

The FDA website states that the advancements in HIV 
blood testing have lessened the risk to I in 2 million 
donations. Every unit of donated blood is tested for 
HIV. Hepatitis, Human T-Lymph tropic Virus, and 
Syphilis. Those in need of certain blood or specific 
bone marrow do not have a choice in the matter. In 
the United States there are 3.5 million patients who 
receive blood transfusions each year. Some of those 
will die simply because there is a shortage of blood 
and marrow, and gay men cannot donate. It does not 
matter how many tests are made on the blood to en¬ 
sure its safety. The decision to “defer" gay men for 
life was made from fear and bigotry. It is an example 
of the way society paints the picture that gay men are 
not created equal. I w ill happily be doing more work 
for the AIDS Community Alliance. The VCR tape 
has gone back to the Red Cross - unwatched.
